The first opportunity would be 
for the old bowling alley on Park 
Street to be grouped for develop- 
ment with 
the former 
Krinsky

One scenario for development 
would be for the Elm Street lot to 
be converted to public parking, 
with a road leading from Elm 
Street past the parking lot and 
the strip mall to Park Street. The 
old bowling alley would be lev- 
eled and a new store would be 
built in its place. 

The new store would be two 
floors, 7,500-square-feet each for a 
total of 15,000 square feet, big 
enough for a major retail store, 
such as The Gap, which needs at 
least 6,000 to 8,000 square feet, 
according to Mr. Salafia. A simi- 
lar plan has already been 
approved by the Planning Board 
for the site, with enough parking 
on site for its requirements. 

Up the street, the Krinsky 
house at the corner of Florence 
Street would be leveled and a 
new retail complex would be 
built from Florence Street, across 
the old junk yard land and possi- 
bly connected to the strip mall, 
with parking along the Park 
Street side. If the Krinsky proper- 
ty requires removal of a large 
amount of soil due to contamina- 
tion, that would be a perfect 
opportunity to put additional 
underground parking on that 
site. 

With the new large store as a 
draw, easy access via the new 
road, and all the nearby parking, 
the strip mall stores and the new 
retail outlets on the Krinsky land 
would be enviable locations, 
according to Mr. Salafia. 

“To me, that is a huge opportu- 
nity,” Mr. Salafia said. “When 
were the bowling alley and the 
Krinsky property available at the 
same time?” 

Olde Andover Village _ 

The second opportunity has to 
do with developing the land at 
the front of the Olde Andover Vil- 
lage parking lot on Main Street. 

Sell a 7,500-square-foot area 
along Main Street for develop- 
ment .into, another ,two-story 


retail’ complex, layge enough’ for’. 
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another large store, such as a 
Bread and Circus food store. 

A driveway beside the store, 
between it and the House of 
Clean, would lead back to a two- 
level parking lot. Since that lot 
already drops off 12 feet from 
street level, it would not really 
encroach on the appearance of 
downtown. The second level 
would be at street level, looking 
from Main Street. There may 
even be room for retail outlets 
along the back of that parking 
area at street level, and around 
the side or back of the new build- 
ing. The other side to the new 
building, facing the Lantern 
Brunch, could be turned into a 
walkway with benches and such. 

“Opportunity number one is a 
lot harder to pull together 
because you have to acquire a lot 
of the property,” Mr. Salafia 
says. “Opportunity number two, 
you already have the land.” 

The lot will be paid for just in 
parking fees, he says, but you 
can’t put a price on “continued 
viability downtown.” 

Tyer Rubber 

The third opportunity 
involves locating a large hard- 
ware store in the former Tyer 
Rubber building on Railroad 
Street. One was interested, but 
wanted 40,000 square feet. That 
building is just shy of that, Mr. 
Salafia said. 

Although a plan for retail 
development of that property has 
been approved by planners, a 
requirement that the developer 
install traffic lights at North 
Main Street at the end of Rail- 
road Street at a cost of about 
$100,000 makes it less viable. 

One possible solution would 
be to connect it with the adjacent 
Nathan Frye Office Building, at 
168 N. Main St. If the parking 
were then reconfigured to put the 
entrance going directly onto 
Main Street, that would make 
development of the Tyer Rubber 
building a more viable option, 
according to Mr. Salafia. 

It’s a vision thing 

The downtown is a vital down- 
town, but it has been eroded, Mr. 
Salafia says. 

“We need more reasons to 
come here,” he says. 

“A vital, viable, thriving 
downtown makes your real 
estate more valuable. It feeds 
everything,” he says. 

It is part of what Andover is. 
And what do you have if you take 
it away? 

If the downtown loses appeal, 
the town loses appeal and proper- 
ty values drop. tax revenues 
drop, the schools suffer and prop- 
erty values drop more, he says. 
The way retail is growing around 
us, it would take only five years 
of not paying attention and we’d

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No Christmas lights downtown this year 


By Don Staruk 

Main Street will not be lit with Christmas 
lights this year, but that won’t be much dif- 
ferent from the past couple of years, accord- 
ing to Lori Becker, chairwoman of the 
Andover Center Association. 

The company that has put up the lights in 
years past, Bomar Christmas Decorating of 
Goffstown, N.H., has done such a poor job the 
last two years that the Center Association 
has decided not to hire it this year, Ms. Beck- 
er said. And Bomar is the only company in 
New England that provides that service, she 
said, so the ACA decided to forego the lights 
this year and will instead encourage its 
members to include more lights in their 
storefront displays. 

“I know this is something people are going 
to be disappointed in, and I’m sorry, but they 
were disappointed last year,” said Ms. Beck- 
er, owner of Mom and Me Maternity in Olde

of vitalization, Mr. Salafia said. 

If all three of the opportunities he talked 
about came to pass, he would like to see 
what people put on the surveys for what 
downtown needs next time they are asked, 
Mr. Salafia said. They would have two major 
retailers, groceries and countless additional 
retail options downtown, with a hardware 
store a quarter of a mile away. 

“There isn’t a person in this town who 
wouldn’t gain from that,” he said. “Put two 
out of three, even one out of three, of these 
plans in place and everybody in town will 
gain.” 

“This is vision. That’s all it is,” Mr. 
Salafia says. People have to look and say, “if 
you could, would you? Fill in the blanks.” 

This is the type of planning the Planning 
Board should be doing, Mr. Salafia says, but 
unfortunately members are bogged down 
responding to subdivision applications, 
many of which have been spurred by the 
effort to control growth in town, he says. 

“We need to devote more time to the 
vision of Andover,” he says. “I look at it as 
an exciting time.” 
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Andover Village. 

The town will light the trees in 
front of Old Town Hall, accord- 
ing to Town ManagerBuzz 
Stapezynski. And the ACA will 
put some barrels with pine trees 
in them in front of Old Town Hall 
and decorate those, and the Cen- 
ter Association’s banners, which 
say “peace” and “joy,” will still 
be hung on light posts downtown 
this year. 

But the lights will not be 
strung in the trees all along both 
sides of Main Street, from Pun- 
chard Avenue to Elm Square, as 
in years past. 

The Center Association, a 
group of downtown merchants 
who work together to promote 
and manage downtown activities 
and interests, usually pays half 
the $6,000 it costs to hang the 
lights. The town picks up the oth- 
er $3,000. 

Three years ago, because they 
were not satisfied with Bomar’s 
work, ACA members tried to find 
another company to workwith, 
and even looked into buying the 
equipment and hanging the 
lights themselves. But they 


learned there is no other compa- 
ny in the area, and that the lights 
and cables at that time cost about 
$30,000. “There is only one com- 
pany that does it in all of New 
England,” Ms. Becker said. 

And since most of Bomar’s 
customers are big malls that 
often have the same owners, they 
get priority treatment and 
Andover is merely a “midget” 
account, Ms. Becker said. But the 
ACA decided to continue with 
Bomar. 

Two years ago, instead of hav- 
ing the lights up the day after 
Thanksgiving, Bomar didn’t get 
them up until the night of Holi- 
day Open House the first week- 
end in December, and only then 
with unceasing pressure from 
the ACA, Ms. Becker said. Last 
year, the lights were not even up 
for Holiday Open House, and 
after they were put up Dec. 15, 
only two or three trees were lit 
sporadically throughout the holi- 
days, according to Ms. Becker. 

“It was so disappointing the 
last two years,” Ms. Becker said. 

So rather than deal with the 
anticipation and disappointment 
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Now is the time to stock up. 
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of the last two years, the ACA will encour- 
age store owners to do their own decora- 
tions bigger and better than ever this year, 
and will work toward improving the light 
situation for next year and the future. One 
possibility is having a tree sponsorship pro- 
gram in which groups or businesses could 
raise money to purchase the lights and 
cables for each tree, and the ACA will work 
with local electricians to get them up and 
lit. Each year, the sponsor program could 
add to the previous year and eventually the 
whole downtown may be lit again. 

Most towns own and put up their own 
lights, Ms. Becker said. But she said this 
town does not have the equipment or a light- 
ing company to put them up, and doesn’t 
appear interested in changing that, she said. 

Mr. Stapczynski said this town does not 
own the equipment and is not really inter- 
ested in getting into the tree lighting busi- 
ness. He said the town will work with the 
ACA to make the best of the situation this 
year, and will work with the group toward 
improving the lighting situation in the 
future. 

A best case scenario for that, Mr. 
Stapczynski said, would be finding another 
contractor to put the lights up. The least 
desirable option would be the town buying 
and putting up the lights itself, he said. 
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By Don Staruk 
urveys asking people what 
Gincorers downtown needs are 
not new, and neither are the 
answers. 

A 1975 survey of all houses in 
Andover drew nearly 6,000 responses. 
Respondents said they most frequently 
used downtown for grocery shopping 
and banking, and that the central busi- 
ness district should not expand. Nearly 
half wanted more parking. 


In 1991, the then-Central Business 
District Subcommittee asked a group 
from Merrimack College to perform 
another survey, this time targeting 
mostly shoppers in the downtown. 
With no grocery store located in the 
Central Business District, shoppers’ 
main purpose to visit downtown was 
for errands, according to the results. 
The goods or services that people most 
frequently shopped for included, again, 
banks, but also restaurants, drug- 
Stores, gifts, hairdressers and barber- 
shops. 


The greatest lack in 1991 was a hard- 
ware store, which had also closed since 
1975, and also a grocery store. 

“The most negative response is the 
current parking situation,” stated the

‘In a book in which he admits to terrorizing 
an Andover teacher by faking his suicide and 
talks about all the bullet holes in his old 
Boston apartment, one would think Jay Leno 
would have exhausted his supply of stories. 

But when asked at his Andover book sign- 
ing if there were any overlooked anecdotes he 
wished he had included in Leading with My 
Chin, Mr. Leno said, “There’s a bunch we 
didn’t put in.” 

Asked the same question, Mr. Leno’s close 
friend, Bernice Haggerty, laughed, “I’m sure 
there are going to be lots of things that are left 
out.” 

So, to feed those starving for more Leno 
stories, we asked Jay’s former classmates, 
teachers and friends for some of their most 
memorable moments with Andover’s stand- 
‘up celebrity. 

Louise Hall McKallagat, of Lovejoy Road, 
remembers when she was 10 years ola and a 
photographer took her class picture. She and 
Jay were in teacher Earl Simon’s class. 

“I remember this vividly. We were all just 
posing. I was sitting there with my hands fold- 
ed, all behaved. Then, there was this big 
ruckus in the back,” she said. “Mr. Simon was 
trying to calm Jay down for the picture.” 

Apparently he didn’t succeed. The photo, 
on page 51 of Jay’s book, shows little Jay Leno 
in the back row pumping his fist. Behind him 
one can make out the partially obscured fig- 
ure of Mr. Simon. 

What did the class think when they saw the 
picture? 

“Oh well, that’s Jay,” said Ms. McKallagat. 
“We weren’t too surprised.” 

Steve Gesing, the president of Mr. Leno’s 
Andover High School class, brought another 
interesting photo to Sunday’s book signing. 

It was a photo of the undefeated Ballard- 
vale Browns, Mr. Leno’s sixth-grade football 
team. 

“Coach said, ‘Look tough.’ And there’s 
Leno,” said Mr. Gesing, pointing to the only 
smiling face in a desert of scowling pusses. 

Martha Walsh, an elementary-school 
teacher who had Mr. Leno during her first 
vear out of college, also has plenty of fond 
memories of the hyperactive host. “Today 
that’s probably what they would call him — 
hyperactive. But they’re the ones who add the 
sparkle to the class,” she said. “They didn’t 
know about that (term) back then.” 

Was Mr. Leno one of her most wild stu- 
dents? 

“For those times probably, yes. But today, 
no, by comparison,” said Ms. Walsh, who now 
teaches at Sanborn. “He was the most active, 
he was lively, but he was humorous. Today, 
they’d be more disrespectful.” 

Now, let’s fast forward to Mr. Leno’s High 
School years. Many of Mr. Leno’s friends 
seem to remember driving around in his 
Buick, and then, when he got a job at Foreign 
Motors after high school, in more expensive 
cars. 

Jean Maher, who now lives on Cape Cod 
with her husband, Bob, recalls one ride in 
particular.

from cleaning, Mr. Leno insisted 
she come with him. “So he drove 
me all up and down Main Street 
sitting in a Rolls Royce, waving,” 
she said. “Dirty knees, and I get 
into the back of a silver Rolls 
Royce.” 

Because Jay dated Bob and 
Jean Maher’s daughter, Debbie, 
the Maher family has plenty of 
tidbits about the Tonight Show 
Star. In fact, when Mr. Leno 
Caught sight of Mr. Maher in the 
bookstore Sunday he yelled out, 
“I was going out with his daugh- 
ter. He’d be a millionaire now, 
but he threw me out of the 
house!” 

“My dad was always running 
him off (saying,) ‘That damn 
Leno!’ Of course, my mother 
loved him,” confirmed Debbie 
Maher. 

“I never really threw him 
out,” Bob Maher said in his own 
defense. “It was a constant story 
with him every day. He was 
always in.” 

“Jay was in my house every 
day,” agreed Jean Maher. “We 
had a chalk board on our kitchen 
wall and every day he’d write 
‘Leno is cool.’ It would get erased 
and he’d write it again the next 
morning.” 

“It was a friendly little thing 
going to see who could do the 
most,” said Bob Maher. “We had 
a picture of Debra. He didn’t like 
it so he turned it to the wall 
every time he came in and J 
turned ic back.” 

Perhaps because of such 
humorous antics, Mr. Leno 
developed a reputation that often 
preceded him - even in elemen- 
tary school. 

Lyn Deyermond Hem- 
minger remembers when redis- 
tricting brought her and Mr. 
Leno to the same school. 

“That first day people had rep- 
utations from other schools,” she 
said from her Ohio home. 

Jay Leno “and others that I’m 
sure are in prison now, had rep- 
utations,” she joked. 

“I remember seeing Jay the 
first day of school at South. I was 
curious about him for some rea- 
son — probably the chin. He was 
an interesting character even 
then,” said Ms. Hemminger. “It’s 
still hard for me to believe that 
Jay is so famous. I have actually 
paid to see his comedy act. If you 
had asked me 25 years ago if I 
would pay money to see Jay 
Leno on stage, I would have 
laughed at you!” 

Maybe that’s because just 
about 25 years ago, the then-Lyn 
Deyermond and Mr. Leno were 
sitting in garbage cans together. 
Both had been voted “funniest” 
by their senior class and had to 
pose for a yearbook photo. 

“One day after school they 
interrupted cheerleading prac- 


tice and said, ‘Do something fun- 
ny.’ So we sat in the garbage 
cans because there wasn’t any- 
thing funny around to do,” said 
Ms. Hemminger. 

That photo not only appeared 
in the yearbook, but has since 
appeared in Leading with My 
Chin and a couple of national 
Magazines. 

“His wife knows me as the 
woman in the garbage can — 
which isn’t very flattering,” said 
Ms. Hemminger. 

Yet, while Mavis Leno may 
know Ms. Hemminger as the 
garbage-can woman, Ms. Hem- 
minger remembers Mr. Leno for 
being there in a time of need. 

“I had a very serious illness in 
1989. I had not seen Jay in a few 
years and he called the hospital a 
few times to lend emotional sup- 
port,” said Ms. Hemminger. 
“That is the kind of guy he is and 
it is no surprise he is beloved by 
the TV audience.” 

Ms. Hemminger is not alone 
in her assessment. Several 
friends told stories about how 
Mr. Leno called them or family 
members when they were sick. 
Other classmates talked about 
how gracious he is when people 
go to California and about how 
he never seems to get an inflated 
ego. 

Some people in line men- 
tioned how Mr. Leno had helped 
with a Ballardvale playground, 
and teachers talked about how 
Mr. Leno had helped with 
Andover High scholarships. For 
instance, every year a business 
student receives the A.J. Leno 
scholarship named after Mr. 
Leno’s late father, Angelo. 

But despite what Mr. Leno 
has done for his friends and the 
town, one Andover High teacher, 
Joanne Samra, can’t get him to 
do just one simple thing for her. 

“All these years I’m trying to 
get him to call me by my first 
name. I said, ‘When are you 
going to call me Joanne” ” 

For whatever reason, Mr. 
Leno can’t bring himself to call 
his former teacher anything but 
“Miss Samra.” 


And some of Mr. Leno’s clos- 
est friends can’t bring them- 
selves to share any of their best 
stories. They don’t want to do 
anything that might hurt their 
friend. 

“Jay’s never changed. He’s 
just genuine. He loves people,” 
said Ms. Walsh, his fourth-grade 
teacher. “He’s as loyal to his 
friends as they are to him.” 

“It was a great group of 
friends. We always kept in touch 
to this day,” said Nancy Hag- 
gerty Varnum, whose mom, 
Bernice, and sister, Joan Pel- 
letier, were there for Jay’s first 
Tonight Show. 

“Jay's a very special guy This 
didn’t happen over night. He 
worked very hard and he 
deserves all the success,” said 
Ms. Varnum:

Go to Special 
Town Meeting 


In case you don’t remember, 
Andover has no quorum requirement 
for Town Meeting or Special Town 
Meeting. Therefore, if you care about 
any of the 16 articles on the warrant for 
the Oct. 23 Special Town Meeting, bet- 
ter show up, or forever hold your 
peace. The meeting is at West Middle 
School on Shawsheen Road, at 7 p.m. 

Selectmen are expected to withdraw 
the article that proposes spending $6 
million to extend the town’s sewer sys- 
tem to the Sunset Rock/Spring Grove 
roads area. Because none of us have 
had enough time to understand the 
implications of that article, we believe 
it should be withdrawn at this time, 
and brought up again at the Annual 
Town Meeting in April. That will give 
officials and voters five months to 
study it. Questions we have, for 
instance, are: Why sewer that area and 
not others? And what implications 
does sewering have on our goal of 
maintaining open space? 

The most complicated article voters 
will face next Wednesday is the propos- 
al to amend the town’s contract with 
the trash-to-energy plant in North 
Andover. Voters will decide if they 
want to amend that contract to stabi- 
lize higher costs at a set rate for the 
next 10 years or extend the contract for 
an additional 10 years and pay a slight- 
ly lower set rate. The selectmen are 
expected to support whatever Public 
Works Director Bob McQuade recom- 
mends on that article. Good luck to all 
of us on making that decision! 

There’s an article that asks us to 
spend $28,000 to purchase a van for 
youth activities. Youth Services is 
expected to share that van with senior 
citizens. We recommend a yes on that 
one. 

Four articles on the warrant, 5-8, 
address growth. Article 8 requests 
$20,000 to hire a consultant to study the 
growth issue. Those are important arti- 
cles. 

The article amending the zoning 
bylaw to allow assisted-living facilities 
in" residential areas is important too. 
Read Council on Aging Chairman Mar- 
ty Epstein’s letter on the next page. 
Andover needs to work hard to ensure 
its senior citizens are able to remain 
living here. We’d like to see as many 

assisted-living units as possible here. 
See you Wednesday.

John Kerry supports our 
education system 


Editor, Townsman: 

In today’s new global economy, education 
is more important than ever before. It is the 
engine which will drive our economy for- 
ward into the next millennium. The candi- 
dates for the U.S. Senate race have vastly dif- 
ferent views as to how to improve public edu- 
cation. Gov. William Weld proposed a $43 
million cut in state K-12 spending for the 
1996/1997 budget and he vetoed $190 million 
in emergency education aid in 1992. Fortu- 
nately, the Legislature has prevented these 
Draconian measures from coming to 
fruition. 

On the other hand Senator John Kerry 
has successfully fought in the Senate to 
restore $2.7 billion of the Gingrich-led House 
cuts, including $137 million to Head Start; 
$815 million for Title 1; $200 million for Safe 
and Drug Free Schools; $182 million for 
School-to-Work programs; and $60 million 
for Goals 2000 restructuring funding. Please 
note that the latter program helps to provide 
the resources to purchase essential materials 
including grants to help every public school 
access the Internet. (Under Gov. Weld, Mas- 
sachusetts ranks 49th ‘amongst the 50 states 

in getting its schools networked, and 39th in 


the number of computers per classroom.) 

In the realm of higher education, Gov. 
Weld vetoed a $19 million increase in state 
higher education funding last year and pro- 
posed cutting another $30 million this year. 
He vetoed two student loan programs and 
vetoed $23 million in state student scholar- 
ship programs. Under Gov. Weld’s tenure, 
tuitions and fees at public colleges and uni- 
versities rose to the fourth highest in the 
nation. 

Senator Kerry has fought to restore $90 
million in Gingrich-led cuts in federal stu- 
dent loans and grants, and helped block $4.9 
billion of GOP cuts to other student loan pro- 
grams. In addition, Sen. Kerry has intro- 
duced legislation that will allow families to 
take a $10,000 tax deduction on tuitions and 
loans for higher education, and make inter- 
est on student loans tax deductible. 

The differences between the two Senate 
candidates are compelling. Senator Kerry 
understands that investing in education is 
the soundest way to improve the standard of 
living of Americans over the long term. 
While Gov. Weld thinks that tax breaks and 
reduced regulations are the answer to maxi- 
mizing productivity. In reality corporations 
will invest in order to obtain both well 
trained-highly skilled problem-solvers and to 
obtain low taxes in a low wage and unregu- 
lated environment. If, as Gov. Weld believes, 
tax breaks and deregulations are the answer, 
then we will be competing with Honduras 
and the Philippines.

Another point to consider is that if we 
reduce the opportunities for middle- and low- 
income students to attend colleges and uni- 
versities as Gov. Weld proposes, then we will 
further damage the economy of Mas- 
sachusetts with its numerous colleges and 
universities and the tens of thousands of stu- 
dents they attract. Senator Kerry under- 
stands this fact and that is why he supports 
tax deductions on tuitions and loans for 
higher education. 

Clearly, Senator Kerry understands that 
in the new global economy of today educa- 
tion is our greatest resource. We need a U.S.

These are just a few of his 
enthusiastic and educational 
ways.

When shown an 
injured animal found in the 
yard, he would set up a 
makeshift Mash unit and nur- 
ture it back to health or bring it 
to the veterinarian’s for medical 
treatment at his own expense. No 
creature was too insignificant, 
even a hapless pet hamster need- 
ing emergency care! 

Growing up in a family of nine 


children, I can attest to Dad’s 
leadership and his ability to com- 
promise and negotiate—qualities 
that translate well to the political 
arena. And as the lone female 
voice amid the din of eight broth- 
ers, I can bear witness to Dad’s 
willingness to listen and sense of 
fair play. My brothers and I 
agree, whatever individual suc- 
cesses we might enjoy derive 
from the value system instilled 
and fostered by Dad (and of 
course Mom) throughout our for- 
mative years. Residents of this 
district will benefit from the 
same tireless devotion to duty 
shown as a husband, father, 
grandfather, businessman and 
citizen. 

In a society where an “honest 
politician” is an oxymoron, it is 
difficult to convey all Dad’s rele- 
vant political characteristics. 
But, what you see is NOT a 
politician but a man of integrity.

Finance Committee reports went out in 
the mail early this week. If anyone has not 
received one by the end of the week, they can 
be picked up at town offices. 

Sewer 

Buzz Stapcezynski, town Manager, said 
Tuesday he will recommend to selectmen 
that they withdraw from the warrant the 
proposal to extend the town sewer to 360 
houses in the Sunset Rock Road area. His 
decision is based on a request from Bob 
McQuade, Public Works director, that he do 
so, Mr. Stapcezynski said. 

Jim Barenboim, selectmen chairman, said 
he will likely go along with that recommen- 
dation. 

“I haven’t talked to the rest of the board, 
but I will suggest it based on Bob McQuade’s 
thoughts on it,”Mr. Barenboim said Wednes- 
day. 

“This was put together at the request of 
the Board of Health and it was put together 
rather fast,” Mr. McQuade said Wednesday, 
of the sewer extension proposal. 

His department threw together a three- 
part plan, but “I’m not ready to recommend 
any one of the three,” Mr. McQuade said. 

Also, whenever betterments are to be 
assessed for such a project, it is his depart- 
ment’s practice to put together estimates for 
individual property owners as to what kind 
of cost they are looking at, and that has not 
been done in this case, he said. 

“Very frankly, we haven’t dotted all the 
i’s, crossed all the t’s,” Mr. McQuade said. 
“So I recommended strongly that we pull the 
article.” 

Mr. Stapczynski said that the board’s 
approval a few weeks ago of a small sewer 
extension to relieve the septic problems of 
one property on Sunset Rock Road also took 
the immediacy out of the issue. 

Mr. McQuade said he will recommend at

April Town Meeting next spring that voters 
approve funding, probably in the area of a 
couple of hundred thousand dollars, for engi- 
neering and design plans for extending the 
sewer into the Sunset Rock Road area. He 
would then hope to come back to either a 
Special Town Meeting next fall, or the 1998 
Annual Town Meeting, with a request for 
funding to go ahead and at least Start extend- 
ing the sewer into that area. 

Trash contract 

An important article that will be on the 
warrant next Wednesday will be the propos- 
al that asks voters to let selectmen amend 
the town’s solid waste contract with the 
trash-to-energy plant in North Andover. 

Because of increased costs at the plant, 
the town is going to pay higher rates for the 
next 10 years, the last half of a 20-year con- 
tract, regardless of what happens at Special 
Town Meeting. What voters will decide is if 
they want to allow selectmen to amend that 
contract to stabilize those higher costs at a 
set rate for the next 10 years, or extend the 
contract for an additional 10 years and pay a 
slightly lower set rate. 

“Right now I’m certainly leaning toward 
the amended 10-year agreement and get out 
in 2005,” Mr. McQuade said. 

He was referring to the fact that the town 
would have completed its obligations in the 
contract in the year 2005, and would be free 
to look for the best deal on the market for 
trash disposal at that time. 

The amended agreement takes the big 
increases the town will have to pay in the lat- 
er years of the contract and spreads them out 
over the entire 10 years. Some of the higher 
costs are due to federally mandated 
retrofitting of the plant with updated air pol- 
lution control equipment, for which, accord- 
ing to the town’s contract, the town has to 
share the burden. 

The amended 10-year plan would increase

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the town’s annual trash cost 
from the roughly $1 million it 
pays now, to about $1.5 million 
or $1.6 million, Mr. McQuade 
said. 

That equates to a tipping fee 
of about $135 a ton. Current mar- 
ket rate for trash disposal is 
about $50 a ton. 

Selectmen have indicated 
they will go along with Mr. 
McQuade’s recommendation. 

“We’re leaning toward the 10- 
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year option,” Mr. Barenboim 
said Wednesday. 

Mr. McQuade said the 10-year 
amended contract would also 
address the concerns of the Mer- 
rimack Valley Environmental 
Coalition, which asked in a letter 
last week to delay any extension 
to the trash contract. (“Group

Also in response to the MVEC, Mr. 
McQuade said the dioxin emissions at the 
trash-to-energy plant have not exceeded per- 
mitted levels, and that when the air pollution 
control equipment is upgraded, the plant will 
not only meet current requirements, but it 
will meet new regulations not yet enacted 
but expected to be passed in the near future. 

(At the end of his conversation, Mr. 
iicQuade said he would no longer be in his 
position when the trash contract expires in 
10 years, “and you can quote me on that.”) 

Other articles for Special Town Meeting 
next Wednesday include: 

¢ A request by the Conservation Commis- 
sion for $3.5 million for the acquisition of 
open space. This would be added to the 
roughly $1.6 million the ConsCom already 
has at its disposal for that purpose. 

« A request from the town’s Department of 
Community Services and Youth Services for 
$28,000 to purchase a van for youth activi- 
ties. [he group currently rents vans when 
‘feeded, or finds alternative transportation. 
Since hiring Bill Fahey, the Youth Services 
director, program activities have greatly 
increased, and the van would be an alterna- 
tive to using school buses for some activities, 
according to Brian Major, adult Youth Coun- 
cil member. 

Mr. Major referred to the van as the “Uni- 
versity on Wheels,” and told selectmen that 
the youth group has discussed sharing the 
van with the Council on Aging for senior 
activities. 


Meeting is Wednesday at 7 p.m. 


¢ A proposal to amend the zoning bylaws 
to allow assisted living facilities in residen- 
tial areas. This amendment was encouraged 
by a proposal from Marriott Corporation last 
April to construct such a facility near the 
intersection of High and Haverhill streets, 
but the article on the warrant proposes 
changes that would apply to the entire town, 
not any one specific area. Although the 
town’s bylaw currently allows nursing 
homes in residential areas, it only allows 
assisted living facilities in mixed use areas. 

Marriott Corporation opposes a require- 
ment that 15 percent of the units be set aside 
for those needing financial assistance, but 
planners are firm in their stance that the 
affordable housing units be provided. This 
issue will likely be aired on the floor of the 
meeting. 

¢ Four requests, Articles 5-8, that address 
the residential growth issue widely dis- 
cussed in town this past year.
